No books in E opt the Bible, can 
how anything even approaching such a record, 
‘and no Bnglish author, except John Bunyan, 
hhas been so widely translated into the languages 
of other lands. Shakespeare's works have taxed 
‘tho brains of the greatest thinkers in succeeding 
‘ages, and he has set problema which, after three 
hundred years, await eolution stil 


‘Thon there are the mysteries in which’ the 
person of the immortal dramatist is eushrouded, 
‘culminating in the most intriguing question of 
all, we to whether the Shakespeare plays were 
really written hy Shakespeare himsell, Was all 
this, and a vast amount moro of priceloss in- 
formation, to be includes, like « roll of butter 
in a table White dimmer, in the amazing offer of 
the youthful guide?

Is Everyone a Potential Broadcasting Station? 


WAT your wavelength? 

If the theory of a French scientist 
is sound, you received at the moment of birth, 
some day before yon were assigned a Christian 
‘ame oF call letters,” a definite wave-length 
which, operated by the mind in later years, 
‘would enable you to-establish wireless communi 
ceation with others tuned in aympathy. 

It is widely recognized to-day that there 
really is such thing as thought transference: 
Uiat some persons have the power at times of 
conveying their thoughts to others out of sight. 
Whether they are able to use this powar 
systematically or at prearranged times is another 
avestion. 

A Famous Ilusion's’s Views. 

About twelve years ago T had a discussion 
fon this subject’ with the Inte Mr. Neville 
Maskelyne, the worldfamous illusionist, and 
fone of the clesest followers of psychic affairs 
Ho told me that in the course of his wide ex- 
pperienco he had met many persons possessing 
the power of thought transference, but in nono 
‘waa it #0 highly developed as to justify regular 
publi exhibitions, 

‘This power, we are told, is nothing more than 
human wireless transmission, and is conducted, 

‘on definite wave-lengths 

‘What are these wave-lengths, and how doos 

no" tune in” ¥ 

Fortunately, no answer is yet forthcoming. 
We do know with n fair degree of ecrtainty that 
light (and the several colours which combined 
form white light), heat, electricity, and sound 
fare all mere effects of wave motion on our 
overal sence. We havo also discovered that 
thereare wave-motionseven more rapid than the 
above, which throw an ontirely different out- 
‘ook on matter than do our senses—the X-rays, 
for instance, before which wood and Lesh become 
transparent, and the several rays which aro 
‘perpetually shooting out, like meteors, from the 
‘mystic element radium, 


Bewildecing Pomibiites. 

Some great minds believe that well beyond 
the X-rays and tho other radium rays in tho 
scale of wave-lengths, there are to be Found the 
rapid oscillations along which travels human 
thought. Others tell us that these thought: 
‘waves Tie much nearer to the waves producing 
Tight than to the X-rays. = 

We can only leave these schools of thought 
to Bight their own battles, and content ourselves 
with the hope that whilst fighting over the theory, 
hey will forget the bewildering possibilities 
which surround a wider knowledge of the 
subject. 


A Weird Vicon of the Future, 
ust imagine what might happen to-morrow 
were some minguided profesor to discover the 
wave-length of my thought and to tune in upon. 
Itt When be had recovered from the #hock 
there would be nothing, I suppose, to prevent 
hhim causing me to fetch and carry and to 
perform all the labours of life which to him are 
fncongenial, I, on the other hand, might 
revere the process and give the professor a few 
hheetio hours a4 Director of Programmes to a 
bbrondossting company. (This, by the way, is 
tho trick I really intend to play on all who happen 
to discover my wave-length |) 

‘But there is nothing new under the sun. 
Has not the romantio novelist from the earliest 
days written freely and convincingly aboot the 
two minds with but « single thought, the two 
hhearte that oscillato ax onot Why. therefore, 
should we sooff when someone volunteers to 


translate into mathematical formuli and terms 
the whole gamut of the passions from love to 
hate? 

Personally T am not very worried about this 
human wireless theory. Several of my friends 
have been experimenting in high-frequency 
or short-wave work, and bave struck enough 
trouble to keep them employed Yor the rest of 
their existence. It is likely to be a long time 
before the wave-length of the mind is registered 
at Somerset House, Furthermore, I imagine 
that these wave lengtha will prove to be almost 
fas numerous as individuals 

Ta the melodramas of the future we ehall hear 
of broadcast between hero and heroine being 
jammed by the villain or ruined either by 
‘ecillations on the purt of her younger hrather 
‘or a mush of harmonics from the elumsily con- 
structed transmitter of the mother-in-law

The Story of “Heart of Oak.” 


BART OF OAK” is the marching song of 

‘the British Bluejacket, and though 
the shige they man are no Idager “the wooden 
‘walls of England "—and that wood was English 
dak—he men who man our steel-clad Dread: 
nowghts are unchanged, ‘That is why this song 
{s 20 often called "Hearts of Onk,” although 
the’ a” was never really there, because it sounds 
0 descriptive of the quality of British courage, 
‘which in not only sound, bat lasting. 

‘Tho man who wrote this great patriotio song, 
the popularity of which has never waned sinoo 
itwas first publicly sung by Mr, Champnes at 
Drury Lane in December, 1759, rests in West- 
minster Abbey at the foot of Shakespeare's 
statve, where, on October 16th, 1822, his wile, 
‘schom he called " the best of women and wives; 
joined, him more than fifty years late 
great age of ninety-cight. 

"The pall-bearers of the author of Heart of 
Oak" ‘were the Duke of Devonshire, Lords 
Camden, Ossory, Spencer, Palmerston, and Sir 
‘Watkin ‘Wynne, and Burke, Dr. Johnson, and 
Charles JamesFox wereamong thechief mourners.

LL tell you what he 

‘riak weather, upon a. wide border, which has

which was deeply dug for certain structural 
alterations before the frost came along: to 
pulverize and clean it all wp. 

‘The action of frost on that roughly turned 
order has been parely beneficial; and now 
that T have tidied and tilled it all to a-fne 
surface, the crumbly behaviour of the soil is 
very pleasant. My land is innocent of lime 
and this flower needs lime, and so some barrow: 
Toads of lime and mortar rubble, sharp and 
gritty with sand, have beon wheeled along and 
[put into the border, which I then trod firmly. 


Traps for Wireworms. 

‘Then T marked out the planting pl 
foot apart, and brought along a tra 
bite of carrot, Yes! quite right. Those are 
to trap wireworm. Now—have you gucsied 
the flawer for that place ta border of deeply: 
dug fibrous loam, with no manure but Th 
mortar rubble, and gritty sand worked into the 
hhed—a border, sunny and well drained, where 
tho soil is made very firm before plantin 
Inundreds of you have guessod right, I know 
Carnations!"

carnation hed in which to end their days, 
‘This stufl was: far botter to work into my 
cearnation bed than any manure could have 
deen, 

jm Planting Necessary. 

All very young earnations are tured out of 
‘heir little pots and planted in the border T havo 
described with some bits of earrot just under 
the earth, oaly jrat under by each 
plant, to catch any wireworm which may have 
been overlooked. 

‘As the little piants go into the ground of your 
order, bo sure that you plant them firmly. 
They seem to. need more firm planting and 
surroundings than many other of our flower 
friends, And soon you will sce the pretty srey 
green spike of leaves coming along and the little 
plants growing bushy and atardy to bear the 
glorious roented blooms we all love 

‘The clever bybridivers have improved the 
forms of size and colour of hardy border car 
nations so much that we cait have them now in 
four gardens in variety that used to be posible 
‘only’ for gardeners with greenhouses. In great 
‘white blooms, in yellow, striped in rick red, in 
velvet black, and purple pink and mauve and 
‘aalmon they grow strongly and bloom well, and 
they carry. that rick clove scent which is the 
crowning glory of the flower. 

Delicate Foodess, 

Besides planting them firmly in well-drained 
soil you should remember that these flowers 
hhave a temperamental dislike to manure. They 
eed manare-foods, but not in the usual form. 
Not. in memy apudefuls of ordinary farmyard 
‘manure, -as ‘most things do, but in delicate 
pinches of grey powder out of a little bag. T 
‘used to he rather doubtful about these simall 
doses of plant-food in powder form. But 
obstinacy brings its own punishments, and T 
Ihave leamed af Jaw that’ the carnations do 
Detter with pinches of a magic powder than 
Jarge meals of the ysual garden fare,

Or if you scorn the paper method ax 
being too alow, and dust both lots with flour, 
they yall be so busy brushing their persons,

that they will forget to fight and will settle down, 
‘to work within the hour. Far bees are methodical, 
tidy and sdrupoloualy clean, and their horwes 
‘aze sailed no more than aro those other Names 
in which welltrained dogs are kept.

Wireless as an Aid to Public Health, 
ARGE numbers of listenors have stated that 
they have benefited consi¢orably in health 
hy putting on the Hoadphonos, Especially 
‘enthusiastic about the good effects havo been 
those suffering from deafness and nervous 
Aiseasee, ‘These, however, have all been the 
result of private experiments. A more fra 
portant development would be the use of radio 
in the interesta of the public Wrslth. 

Alwady, in America, stope hove boen taken 
utilizo wireless in this way, more particularly 
for the benefit of those at sea, ‘she United 
States Public Health, Service authorities hava 
made arrangements with two of tho leading 
wireless companies to forward all riquesta 
reecived for modieal ndvico to them.

‘At first, the tendency ia to help 
‘what i second-rate; but » public whose mind 
hhaa been more nicely nourished will soon becote 
surfeited with had food. Yes, T look forward

Jess printed matter with the growth of broad- 
casting; and indeed the publishing trade now 
badly needs a Malthas or a Marie Stopes.
